Much to the delight of the stu¬ 
dents and faculty of the Junior 
College walks are being built that, 
when completed, will connect all 
buildings on the campus.

After all, life is fine 
ind sweet and good when we no longer have pappy’s car 
(wc note that we takt care of our own rubber pretty well); 
and just to be young is worth a lot. To be young and in 
school and maybe in love for the “campus duration' —well, 
even if we have to prune on the gas and tires, it is still a 
glorious thing to be alive and young. 

Let’s keep modest, and taste tin simplicities. My pappy 
done told me he courted mammy with two hits in his jeans 
and not a rubber tire to his name; he never even had a col 
lege education; and mammy said it was rather nice at that.
